EVOLUTION OF BRAS / BRASSIERES 


Designed to push the breasts upward, corsets 
dominated the undergarment trend amongst 
wealthier women in the Western world starting 
from the 16th century. During the late 191h century, 
clothing designers started experimenting with ways 
to modernize corsets, such as segmenting them into 
various parts: girdle-like devices for restricting the 
abdomen, and breast-suspenders supported by the 


shoulder. 


The first modern brassiere was patented in 1889 by 
German inventor Christine Hardt. In 1912, the lirst 
brassiere specifically developed for mass production 
was introduced by Sigmund Lindauer, who came 
from a family of corset makers from Stuttgart- 

Bad Cannstatt, Germany. Lindauer subsequently 
patented his design in 1913, and it was put into mass 
production by Mechanische Trikolweberei Ludwig 
Maier und Cie. in Germany, In 1914, Mary Phelps 
Jacob was granted a patent in the United States for 
her ‘backless brassiere’, the first brassiere design 
that has been recognized as the foundation of 
modern-day bras. 


Due to the shortage of metal during World War I, 
corsets were gradually replaced by brassieres, 
which were worn by most fashion-conscious women 
in Europe and North America by the time the war 
ended. The brassiere trend subsequently spread to 
the rest of the world and became widely adopted by 
women in Latin America, Asia and Africa.

Leather is а type of material consisting of the skin of an animal made smooth 
and flexible by tanning, removing the hair, etc. It is a durable and flexible 
material with excellent resistance to abrasion and wind. Common leather 
sources are cattle, sheep, alligator, elc. Leather can be priced by number of 
pieces or by the subdivision of leather e.g. butt, bend, shoulder, head or belly. 
Products priced by piece rate have one price regardless of the sizes of the 
products. Products priced by the subdivision are generally priced by the yard or 
square foot and therefore Ihe price varies according to the sizes of the products.

5.5 LACE 


Made of yarn or thread, lace is a delicate handmade or machine-produced 
fabric with an open web-like pattern. It was originally made from linen, silk, 
gold or silver threads. Today it is more often produced using cotton thread, 

though it is still available in linen and silk thread versions. Synthetic fibers 

may be used in manufactured lace. 

A number of factors determine the quality of lace, including the fineness of 
yarns, number of yarns per square inch, density of background net, and the 
intricacy of the pattern or design.

DYEING 8 PRINTING 


In textile production, finishings refer to the treatments that convert greige 
goods [woven or knit fabrics fresh off the loom. See: Glossary] into a usable 
material for garment production. More specifically. it includes all processes 
carried out after dyeing the yarn or textile, which may involve improving the 
look, handfeel or performance of the finished fabric or garment. The exact 
meaning varies depending on the context 


Finishing processes may be performed both pre- and post-fabric production 
Techniques such as bleaching and dyeing are carried out on the yarn belore 
weaving, while other finishing processes are applied on woven or knitted grey 
cloths directly after they are taken off the loom [loom state textiles). Finishing 
techniques have been evolving throughout the history ol textile production 
Certain types. such as fulling, have been adopted in hand-weaving for 
centuries, while other more modern procedures, such as mercerizalion, were 
invented during the Industrial Revolution
